A motion was made by Donald Byam, seconded by Fred Moss, that 
action on Articles 5 through 24 of the 1964 Town Warrant, which were 
posted to be acted upon at 7:00 p. m. on March 10 be postponed until 
7:00 o'clock in the afternoon, March llth at the Town Hall. It was 
so voted in the affirmative. 

The ballots were counted and the meeting adjourned at 11:30 p. m. 
until seven o'clock in the afternoon, March 11, 1964.

We salvaged pine logs trimmed from the top of the 
Town sand pit and had 900 board feet of lumber sawed for use in our 
woodworking program. 

This being the final year for the F. F. A. to manage our woodlot, the 
Picataquog F. F. A. chapter would like to take this opportunity to thank 
the Town of New Boston for giving us an opportunity to manage and 
carry out recommended forestry practices in a 42 acre woodlot. We feel 
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that the woodlot has been of tremendous aid in helping us carry out the 
forestry section of our Vo-Ag program. 

As of July 1, 1965, the woodlot will be given back to the Town of 
New Boston. The F. F. A. boys feel that the value of the woodlot has 
been improved to the extent that the venture has proven valuable to 
both New Boston and the Piscataquog F. F. A. Chapter.

Report of the Forest Fire Warden and Your District Chief 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record year of 1963 in both 
length and severity. For the second successive year, we experienced a 
rainfall deficiency of more than ten inches and the compounding of such 
drought conditions, together with the many days of strong, dry winds, 
characterized 1964 as one of the most hazardous years in the past half 
century. Although our fire season was three weeks longer than that of 
1963, the number of fires showed only a slight increase and more re- 
markable was the fact that the area burned dropped from 2280 acres 
in 1963 to 900 acres in 1964. Early detection and rapid response kept 
many potential fire disasters from becoming reality. We all owe a debt 
of gratitude to the men in this community who responded and fought 
our fires so efficiently. Our state is how 86% wooded and its economy — 
both industrial and recreational—is greatly dependent on this forest 
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resource. The responsibility for adequate fire protection of this great 
area — 4,350,000 acres—is everyone's responsibility and prevention is 
one of our most effective tools. 


Prevention is good common sense. 


1. Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you must burn, obtain 
a permit and watch your fire until it is dead out. 


2. Instruct your children in fire safety. Keep matches from young 
children. Explain to them the dangers of lighting matches and 
making outdoor fires. 


3. Be sure discarded smoking material and matches are out. 


A major portion of our preventable fires this year are chargeable to 
three causes: (1) permit fires allowed to escape; (2) children playing 
with matches; and (8) smokers. Let’s be mindful of the fact that all 
such fires endanger property and lives. 

We wish to thank you for your very fine cooperation during the past 
fire season and with your continued cooperation we are confident that 
we can improve our fire record in 1965.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of New Boston: 


I herewith submit my annual report relative to the New Boston 
schools. 


The schools of New Boston enrolled 252 pupils in September 1964 
as follows:

The elementary school, under the direction of Gerald Johnson, Princi- 
pal, has introduced departmentalized work in grades 4, 5 and 6 and 
gained the advantages inherent in departmentalization. Much progress 
has been made in the areas of reading, mathematics, social studies and 
physical education. Cadet teachers in the elementary grades were an 
innovation this year and a mutual contribution resulted. 

The citizens of the town of New Boston voted to have the students 
of grades seven through twelve educated under a long-term contract 
with the Goffstown School District at the new Goffstown High School 
and the present Goffstown High School (grades 7 and 8). 

The future educational effort of New Boston falls into two categories. 
First, to effect the contractual agreement in a manner that serves the best 
educational interests of all grade seven through twelve students that none 
will be denied the opportunity to develop his interests and abilities to 
the limit of his potential. Secondly, to effect a continuous program of 
evaluation and improvement of the local elementary school system 
(grades one through six) to the end that each New Boston boy and girl 
enrolled in grades one through six will have an educational opportunity 
second to none in New Hampshire and of a sufficient calibre that his 
preparation will serve him well in his seventh and eighth grade and high 
school years. The elementary school education must be adequate to 
insure success at the individual ability level whether the secondary school 
work is terminal or preparatory for college or other post secondary pur- 
suits. These ends can be accomplished only by a concerted and united 
effort by all of the citizens of New Boston, and the unified support of 
the community. 

It is gratifying for me as your superintendent of schools to report that 
the citizens of New Boston are vitally concerned with the educational 
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effort of the community and exhibit pride in the individual accomplish- 
ments and successes of the boys and girls of New Boston. 

As the administration, the teachers, the parents, and the citizens, as 
friends of education, present a united front for quality education at a 
cost compatible with the resources of the town of New Boston, the youth 
of our community will be best served. 

In conclusion, I wish to acknowledge the tireless work and dedicated 
service of the School Board, Milton Elliott, Chairman, George L. Peirce 
and Howard Towne, and the countless citizens of New Boston for their 
continued efforts on behalf of quality education for the boys and girls 
of New Boston, and the principals, Gerald Johnson and Paul Spellman, 
the teachers and the students for their excellent cooperation. The Super- 
visory Union personnel, Spiro Anastos, Teacher Consultant, Mrs. Ruth 
Henk and Mrs. Harold Smith have given unified support. 

Future progress in the improvement of the educational opportunity 
of the boys and girls will be assured by the continued strengthening and 
unification of all forces for good education in New Boston.

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RECORD OF SCHOOL MEETING — MARCH 14, 1964 
School District of New Boston, N. H. 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Roland Sallada, 
at 7:00 P. M., March 14, 1964. Prayer was offered by the Rev. John L. 
Aalfs. 

A motion was made by Howard Towne, seconded by Milton Elliott, 
to take up Articles 1, 2, 3, 4 and 7. The motion carried. Moderator 
Roland Sallada then declared the polls open for ballot voting. 

The moderator introduced the following school officials: Mr. Ernest 
Peltonen, Superintendent of Schools; Mr. Spiro A. Anastos, Teacher Con- 
sultant; Mr. Paul Spellman, Principal of the High School, and Mr. Gerald 
Johnson, Principal of the Elementary School. 

Article 5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School Board 
and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any other officers or 
agent of the district. 

A motion was made by George Peirce, seconded by Milton Elliott, that 
we pass over Article 5. It was so voted in the affirmative. 

Article 6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees or 
Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Milton Elliott reported regarding negotiating for a long term contract 
for New Boston High School pupils to attend Goffstown High School. 
The report is favorable when their new school is completed. Mr. Peltonen 
said the legal problems of the Goffstown school building were settled in 
court favorable to the new school building. 

George Peirce made a motion, seconded by Milton Elliott, to pass over 
the rest of Article 6. The motion carried. 

Article 8. A motion was made by Milton Elliott, seconded by George 
Peirce, that the district will raise and appropriate $143,049.47 for the 
support of schools, for the salaries of school district officials and agents, 
and for the payment of statutory obligations of the district, and to 
authorize the application against said appropriation of such sums as are 
estimated to be received from the state foundation aid fund together 
with other income; the school board to certify to the Selectmen the 
balance between the estimated revenue and the appropriation, which 
balance is to be raised by taxes by the Town. It was so voted in the 
affirmative. 

Article 9. A motion was made by George Peirce, seconded by How- 
ard Towne, that the District vote to authorize the School Board to make 
application for and to accept, on behalf of the District, any or all grants 
or offers for educational purposes which may now or hereafter be forth- 
coming from the State of New Hampshire and/or United States. The 
motion carried. 

Article 10. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting. 

George Peirce moved, seconded by Howard Towne, that when the 
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polls are closed and the ballots counted and the results are posted the 
meeting be adjourned.

The meeting was called to order at 8:15 P. M., January 16, 1965 by 
the Moderator, Roland Sallada, and he read the warrant. 

Prayer was offered by the Rev. John L. Aalfs. 

The Moderator introduced Milton Elliott, George L. Peirce and How- 
ard M. Towne, members of the School Board, and Mr. Ernest Peltonen, 
Superintendent of Schools. 

A motion was made by Milton Elliott, seconded by George Peirce: 
To see if the School Board shall negotiate for and enter into a long-term 
tuition contract with the Goffstown School Board providing for the send- 
ing of New Boston pupils, grades seven (7) through twelve (12), to the 
Goffstown School System commencing with the school year 1965-66, said 
tuition contract (1) to be for a term of at least ten (10) years; (2) to 
provide for termination by either school district only after at least five 
(5) years written notice by the other; and, (3) to provide for the annual 
consideration and vote by the voters of both districts as to the issue 
whether said districts shall enter into a tuition contract under the AREA 
plan, so called, so as to be eligible for the State financial aid and other 
advantages provided by New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, 
Chapter 195-A. 

After questions from the floor were answered by the School Board 
and the School Superintendent to each individual’s satisfaction, the 
motion was then made that the question be moved. A ballot vote was 
taken with the following results: 181 votes cast, necessary for choice 91. 
There were 127 Yes votes and 54 No votes. The motion carried. 

A motion was made and seconded to adjourn the meeting. The meet- 
ing adjourned at 10:25 P. M.
